1. From September 1988 to date, I have been an associate attorney in the 
law firm of SPRUNG HORN KRAMER & WOODS (the firm) whose main office is 
located at 660 White Plains Road, Tarrytown, New York (formerly of 1140 Avenue 
of the Americas, New York, New York 10036); 



2. On June 14, 1994, in connection with the above-identified application, I 
sent a petition and a letter to Ms. Madalyn Prevete, who was formerly employed by 
the firm. The above-identified application apparently went abandoned because 




certain correspondence, w hich was mailed from our office, was not received bv the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. Since Ms. Prevete was involved in the mailing of 
the correspondence, it was my opinion that a declaration from Ms. Prevete would 
likely be helpful in order to get the holding of abandonment withdrawn. Copies of 
the letter and the petition are attached hereto as Hxhibits 1 and 2; 

3. The letter and the petition were sent bv Express Mail along with a 
postage prepaid return Express Mail envelope. Accordingly, I fullv expected that Ms. 
Prevete would receive the letter and petition on June 15th, review and sign the 
petition and, then, return the executed petition to me in the prepaid envelope 
provided so that I received it on June 16th or 17th. However, this did not happen. 
Approximately, June 20, 1994, I instructed our receptionist that she should 
telephone Ms. Prevete at home to ascertain whether Ms. Prevete had received the 
letter and petition that I had sent her. Our receptionist informed me that she was 
unable to reach Ms. Prevete. I then informed the receptionist that she should 
telephone Ms. Prevete every day until the receptionist reached Ms. Prevete. This 
continued for a few T days until Ms. Prevete's roommate answered the telephone on 
one occasion and informed us that the best time to reach Ms. Prevete was after 6 
p.m. Since this time was after normal business hours, I took it upon myself to reach 
Ms. Prevete. I telephoned nightly from June 27-Julv 3, but w T as unable to reach 
anyone. Then on July 4th, I succeeded in reaching Ms. Prevete. Ms. Prevete 
answered the telephone and I recognized her voice. Unfortunately, I hesitated and 
asked to speak to Madalyn. Ms. Prevete told me to hold on, then some time passed 
and, finally, another woman came to the phone. The other woman was apparently 
Ms. Prevete's roommate. The roommate indicated that Ms. Prevete was not home, 
but that she would telephone me at work the next day. Ms. Prevete did not
